“Trouble is, some 
of 
’em 
don’t give you no furnish in 
the 
g rowin’ 
season, 
They 
tak e 
care of 
you 
long 
as 
you’re w'ork in* on 
the crop, 
and then they shut down on 
you,” 
The older boy 
was speak ing, 
quite without bitterness. 
He held 
a red cube of watermelon on the 
end of iiis k nife, took it into his 
mouth, calmly spat the seeds at a 
hound dog stretched out in the

“If you can’t get through

pick in’ season, you have 1o

with “furnish” and deduct the cost, 
plus high interest from the pro­ 
ceeds of the cotton crop. 
Ask Holt w'hy he moved from 
the fields "over yonder” last year. 
He says, with a wry smile: “’The 
deducts got me.” 
Among the negroes, the ex plana­ 
tion is more fanciful. 
They say 
of a “cropper” who has moved on, 
“The owls got him."

Here in Pride there Is a 
landowner who is also a store­ 
k eeper. For four years he has 
k ept thw “croppers”

He says his 
men

benefit greatly. He really means , 
that he will benefit.

Phipps Reports J ob Let 
for $1,35 0.4 4 7 ; Con­ 
tractor Not Named 


W I L L CROSS RIVER 


Condemnation Plans to be 
Started Soon. 


Contract for the laying of the 
Universal Pipe 
Line 
Company’s 
new gas lines from the Ohio river 
at Ashland, Ky., to Circleville has 
been let at a cost of $1,350,447.36, 
W. H. Phipps, president of the con­ 
cern, has announced. 
City council recently passed an 
ordinance in which the Universal 
Co. agreed to supply gas to Circle­ 
ville consumers at a 45 cent rate. 
Since passage of the ordinance, no 
word had been received from the 
new concern until Mr. Phipps’ an­ 
nouncement today. 
ASKS CROSSING PERMIT 
Although declining to disclose 
the names of the contractors or 
the source of the gas, Phipcs said 
that Wade Ellis, former Ohio at­ 
torney general, is now' in W ashing­ 
ton, D. C., mak ing arrangements 
for the permit to cross the Ohio 
river at Ashland. 
It was decided 
to cross at 
Ashland,

rather than at 
Portsmouth, 
be­ 
cause Ironton is also interested in 
the proposition. 
Mr. Phipps indicated that work 
on the laying of the

WASHINGTON, D. C\, Sept 14. 
---------The agricultural census of Piek -

The popularity of 
tomato juice, alone, juatifiea its 
preparation in quantity t» b e used 
for b reakfasts or appetisers all 
winter through. 
To can any fruit juieea, first 
wash b ottles, jars, caps, and rub ­ 
b ers in b oiling water. 
This steril­ 
ization of the containers is very 
im portant to the keeping of the 
juice. , 
Select only solid fruit which has 
fully ripened and discard all green, 
moldy, over-ripe or spoiled fruit. 
Wash the fruit thoroughly, lifting 
it from the w ater rather than 
pouring off the water. This should 
b e repeated until all sand and dirt 
is removed. 
Place the fru it in a 
kettle and mash with a potato 
masher and add a small am ount of 
w ater <« /2 C. to 1 qt. of fru it). 
H eat over a pan of w ater or in a 
doub le b oiler, until soft. 
Do not 
allow the fru it to b oil b ecause this 
spoils the flavor of the juice. 
It 
is im portant that the juice b e pro­ 
cessed at a tem perature b elow Lite 
b oiling point. A range of 180 to 185 
degrees is b est if you have a ther­ 
mometer with which to check tb * 
tem perature. 
Pour the juice into a jelly b ag 
and drain. 
Carefully siphon or 
pour off the juice from the sedi­ 
ment. 
A fter the juice is strained, 
add from y 2 to 1 eup of sugar to 
a gallon of the juice. 
Reheat to 
the simmering point 
Pour the hot juice into hot ster­ 
ilized jars to within 1 inch of the 
top to allow for expansion of the 
liquid caused b y heating. 
Place the b ottles or ja rs in the 
hot w ater b ath. 
Cover them and 
process for 30 minutes at 180 to 
186 
degrees, 
m aintaining 
these 
tem peratures as nearly as possi­ 
b le. 
At the end of the processing, 
completely seal the jars and re ­ 
move them from the hot w ater 
b ath immediately. 


Short-Cut Recipe to Drlkious 
Grape Juice 
A favorite grape 
juice is easily 
made as follows: 
Wash 
the 
grapes 
and 
stem. 
Measure and place 1 cup of grapes 
into hot sterilized glass jars. Add 
1 cup of sugar. 
Fill the jars with 
b oiling w ater and seal immediate­ 
ly. 
Invert the jar for a few hours 
b efore storing. 
This juice will b e 
ready to serve in ab out 6 weeks. 


Tomato Juic« —-Quick Method 
Hot w ater b ath processing is 
unnecessary 
in 
canning tomato 
juice. 
Scald and » kin the tomatoes. 
Cook them 
until 
well softened. 
Run the tomatoes through a coarse 
sieve if you want to make puree, 
through a fine sieve if you wish a 
thick juice, or through a cloth b ag 
if you wish to can juice for drink­ 
ing purposes. 
Measure juice and 
for each quart add one teaspoon 
aalt and one teaspoon of sugar 
Put into a 
-water, sta rt over a slow fire and 
b ring to a full b oil. 
Do not b oil 
the juice for any length of time 
or you will spoil the flavor. 
Just 
b ring it to a gjod b oil in order to 
sterilize, and tin n can at once. 
If you wii • t; use the tomato 
juice as a full-flavored appetizer, 
a spice b ag can b e added to the 
juice while b ringing it to a b oil. 
Into this spice b ag should go a 
teaspoon of whole 
cloves, one tea­ 
spoon allspice, 1 inch of stick cin­ 
namon and % teaspoon of popper.

The gen eral state of health appears 
to have llttl^ bearin g upon these 
cases. There may be the appearan ce 
of perfect health, an d y et there may 
be violen t an d prostratin g attacks of 
tic d ouloureaux. 
When the attacks come, hot appli­ 
cation s, soothin g application s an d the 
other thin gs which usually give com­ 
fort in mild attacks of n euralgia, fail 
to relieve the sufferin g.

Nothin g but an opiate seems effec­ 
tive.

As usual, there are a few altera­

However, quoting the 19 34 
official football rules, the changes 
are minor in nature, the principal 
ones being a change in the dimen­ 
sions of the ball; second, a change

covering an incompleted pass on, 
above, or behind

goal line; and third, some changes 
in definitions and penalties. 
To these changes the Ohio High 
School Athletic Association teams 
have added another and very im­ 
portant new ruling which permits 
the throwing of on" forward pass 
per scrimmage 
anywhere 
behind 
the line of scrimmage.

In a discussion oi the above dif­ 
ferences, the last-named stands out 
as tie- most 
important 
to 
high 
school football. The 
other 
three, 
applying as well to college games, 
will make the gam e better. The 
smaller size of the ball will make 
if easier to handle and to pass, 
thus opening up the game consid­ 
erably. The fact that the first for­ 
ward pass across the goal line in- 
eompleted will not automatically 
go to the other side but simply be 
brought back and count as a down 
will lead to more goal-line passing. 
The second incomplete pass over 
the goal, however, will be ruled as 
a touchback and be given to the 
opponents on the 20 yard line as 
was formerly the custom on all 
such passes.
